He appealed on the grounds that the findings 

and the verdict of the jury were against the 

evidence and the weight of the evidence. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. 
Felix Sherry (instructed by Mr. J. V. 
Brady) appeared for the applicant; and Mr. 
Roe (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
for the Attorney ‘General. 

Mr. Sherry, for the applicant, 
up to the time of his conviction, the 
applicant had an excellent character. He 
submitted that there was insufficient evidence 
to maintain a conviction against a man of 
character. There was nothing more 
than a grave suspicion that O'Shaughnessy 
was in a conspiracy with Walsh to rob the 
Gas Company of this coke. 


VERDICT OF JURY, 


The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that this was a very sad case, and the Court 
had given very anxious consideration to it, 
having regard to the long period of service 
of the applicant without, up to this time, 
any cloud on it. The Court had before it 
a verdict of a jury of the city, after a trial 
of three days, during which this case was 
very fully investigated. What the Court had 
to consider was whether the trial was un- 
satisfactory, or whether there was any other 
circumstance in that trial by reason of which 
leave should be given to appeal against the 
verdict of guilty of participating with Walsh, 
who was admittedly guilty of thefts of 
serious extent of the goods of the Dublin 
Gas Company. 

Having referred to the plea of innocence 
put forward on behalf of the applicant, the 
(Ihef Justice said that it seemed to the 
Court that was evidence to go to a 
jury, and that the trial was in every respect 
satisfactory.

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DISEASED FRUIT TREES. 


Lp 
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worn-out or diseased fruit trees (often 

of quite unprofitable varieties) long 
after their period of utility is at an end. 
An even more serious consideration is the 
fact that they are a constant source of danger 
to their neighbours. Pests and diseases of 
many kinds are spread by such old trees, and 
it is the worst kind of false economy to retain 
them rather than expend the necessary capital 
In securing new, clean stock. Very old fruit 
trees. whether obviously diseased or not, 
should be destroyed, as in any case the 
quality of the fruit they produce must be in- 
ferior, and they so easily become harbourers 
of disease. This is especially” applicable to 
bush fruit. For example, old black currant 
bushes are sometimes badly infécted by’ “‘ big 
bud.” and are not worth curatfve treatment. 
It is much better to burn them at once, so 
that they may be replaced by: young stock. 
The destruction should be thorough and com- 
plete, and care should be taken to ensure 
that'no unburnt branches are left lying about.

moist, open season, young wheat is 

sometimes severely attacked by slugs, 
which, if unchecked, will occasion great harm 
and may seriously impair the prospects of a 
good crop. Quite often such damage is 
attributed to rabbits, and in some cases it Is 
entirely overlooked. If the farmer finds that 
his wheat has been attacked in this manner, 
and eventually obtains evidence that slugs 
are the cause, he should lose no time in taking 
measures to cope with the pest, and a dress- 
ing of proved efficacy should be broadcasted 
over the affected area. 

For the farmer who cares to try a method 
that has given promising results under ex- 
perimental conditions, reference may be made 
to the spreading of a mixture of copper sul- 
phate and kainit in the proportion of 5lbs. 
copper sulphate and lct. ordinary commer- 
cial kainit, the mixture being applied at the 
rate of ácwt. per acre at a time when slugs 
are on the surface of the ground. In con- 
nection with this method, however, it is not 
only the killing power of the mixture upon 
slugs that needs consideration, but its effect 
on the plants upon which it may fall. In no 
instance should the measure be employed on 
a large scale without a preliminary test being 
made on a small area to see whether any 
burning of foliage takes place.Trials have not 
vet been sufficiently extensive to speak with 
certainty of its invariable safety in this con- 
nection. An alternative method which is safe, 
and is one that will commend itself to the 
average farmer, is to broadcast ground lime 
[about 10cwt, to an acre) in the evening. 
Lime 1s most effective when dusted won the 
ground on a damp night when the slugs are 
exposed, but for thorough effectiveness a 
second dressing may be needed.

AGRICULTURAL MAPS 
AND IRISH FARMING. 


ae 


AN AID TO RURAL PLANNING. 


E have had frequent occasion in this 
column to express a wish 


for the mapping oí the country from 
the standpoint of the actualities and possi- 
bilities of Irish farming. That desire is 
now in part fulfilled by “ An Agricultural 
Atlas of Ireland,” just issued by George Gill 
Sons, Minerva House, Paternoster 
square, London, from the pen of Dr. L. Dud- 
ley Stamp, F.R.G.S. The cartography con- 
sists of 33 maps—not ali of which are, tech- 
nically considered, actual maps, but in many 
cases rather agricultural diagrams based on 
the general configuration of the country with 
its mountain and plain systems and its other 
physical features. Accompanying these maps 
and diagrams are some sixty pages of letter- 
press explaining the relationships of Irish 


| tarming—the live-stock population, the loca- 


tion and relative importance of cereals, etc. 
—to the rome tein dw of the districts in 
which they occur, This is a most valuable 
addition to the data which Irish economists 
must master if they are to understand the 
country in which they work. It should be 
in the hands of all educationists and pub- 
licists who take their tasks seriously, and if 
it is thought too recondite for the use of the 
practical farmer, that can only be because 
the bases of his school education are still in- 
sufficiently rural and very elementary. 


Maps and Our Live Stock. 


A few illustrationg of the way in which 
maps can be made to bring out the history 
and potentialities of Irnsh farming may show 
their value, for which purpose it is useful 
to have recourse also to some of the authori- 
ties which Dr. Stamp cites, and more par- 
ticularly certain Government publications, 
such as the ‘‘ Agricultural Statistics, 1847- 
1926,” and the “ Agricultural Output of 
Saorstat Eireann, 1926-27.’ procurable 
through the Government Publications Office, 
and the “ Agricultural Output of Northern 
Treland,-1925,’’ H.M.S.0O., Belfast. So armed, 
the student will turn, first, to the only maps 
which treat Ireland as a whole, a small out- 
line physical map, and a rainfall map, and 
then study his own section. Supposing him 
to be interested in “ the cattle other than 
milch cows ’’ in Northern Ireland, he will pe 
struck by the similarity with which two maps 
of the six counties are dotted, one to repre- 
sent milch cows and one to represent the 
others. But reading the letterpress he will 
learn that the similarity is a superficial cue, 
due largely to certain masses of high land 
from which both are absent, and, if he 1¢uds 
with an eye to practical contemporary fact, 
he will observe that “ young stock, -alves for 
the provision of veal, are becoming increas- 
ingly important, as opposed to older ani- 
mals ’’—an observation he may follow up with 
a question as to how far the economic con- 
ditions of the very near future may react in 
either of two directions: a restriction on 
meat-eating in Britain, especially of the type 
of animal which is killed young, and so is ex- 
pensive to rear (with a consequent apprecia- 
tion in price), or a tendency to increased 
growth before killing, so as to increase also 
the meat supply without any great addition 
to stocks. It is such problems that make farm- 
ing so much of “ a gamble in futures.”’ 


The Ubiquitous Pig. 


The Irish Free State dairyman will find his 
situation considered in several aspects. He 
may be surprised that there are so few blank 
spots on the map. He will learn the bearings 
of a platitude on the industry—‘ Dairy cows 
must be milked night and morning.’’ And, 
because this is so, they do not abound in 
areas where bogs have rendered transit diffi- 
cult or the isolation of the farm or the hilly 
nature of the lands presents a formidable 
obstacle to this branch of farming. For, as 
he will be aware, “the industry has been 


i and 


thoroughly organised on a co-operative basis ” 
where (as, “about the face of Limerick 
Cork’’) there is a very marked 
concentration of dairy cattle, 
parts of Co. Mayo and Co, Dublin, physical 
conditions or special demand bring about 
those factors that make dairying pay. 

Similarly, light is thrown on the whys and 
wherefores of beef production, the distribution 
of sheep, the relative importance of oats and 
unimportance of wheat, the suitable areas 
for barley, the peculiar position occupied in 
the industry by Co. Wexford and by the 
Dundalk area, and on certain facts in the 
development and distribution of _ live-stock 
generally. Take, in illustration of the latter, 
some facts about the pig industry. The pig 
and the dairy cow are more nearly ubiquitous 
than non-dairying cattle or than sheep. The 
two latter classes tend to congregate’ in 
special areas, shown on the maps. There are 
hysical reasons for this. But the sow, keep- 
ing up a stable population amongst her kind. 
is the perennial stand-by of Imsh farming. 
The number shown to exist in 1851 was 
901,678. In 1939 it was 1,052,217. In the in- 
tervening decennial periods it was seldom 
much over 1,100,000 or much below 900,000. 
The stability. of the pig — momentarily 
threatened—is a symbol of Irish farming. It 
will survive to-day’s uncertainties. 


The Actual and the Possible : More 
Maps Needed. ° 


In presenting to students a graphic out- 
look upon the history of agriculture in Ire 
land, Dr. maps possible a 
fuller realisation of actualities in 
time than is, we think, attainable by any 
other method, and they open up innumerable 
questions regarding potentialities. Admitting 
that we cannot sustain the for wheat 
production, ought we to combine to specialise 
In certain areas on barley’? To answer this 
and similar questions, however, more 1s 
needed than a record of actualities. To map 
out our potentialities ought not to be 
beyond the reach of current science. 

We have pointed out the importance to 
Ireland of a different. kind of geo-physical 
map, of which an economico-botantical map, 
showing what cereals might be profitably at- 
tempted, and in what areas, is an example. 
With this there should be a body, such as an 
economic agricultural council, to work out 
the possibilities of such a study. This would 
involve regional surveys. And with these 
implements of research the country would he 
in a position to make such forward moves 
in farming as nature might suggest and ul- 
timately endorse. We are not only not un- 
grateful to Dr.~“Stamp for the helpful re- 
search he has made: it whets our appetite 
for a fresh and nutrifying diet on which to 
plan out the farming of the future, based 
on a study of our soils and climate. 
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FINISHING TURKEYS FOR 
CHRISTMAS. 


HE week before Christmas is not the 
- time to begin finishing ofí the birds 

that all poultry-keepers have for market 
at this season. They will need these few 
weeks for final preparation, in the shape of 
generous supplies of ro food, to get them 
in the best condition. Perhaps this year, on 
account of general market depression, many 
may be averse to taking that extra trouble 
required to turn out the really good table 
bird. People grumble and say that prices are 
so bad, it is not worth while feeding up the 
birds; they decide to just let them be, and 
fetch what they will in a half-finished con- 
dition. This is a great mistake, for when 
ruling prices are low is the time to try and 
produce the perfect article; when demand is 
good, an inferior product will command a 
fair offer, but buyers look for the best, re- 
jecting all else, when supplies are likely to 
exceed demand. The best birds always make 
the best profit, and usually pay for the 
trouble taken. 


Turkeys Must Be Plump. 


This is particularly true of turkeys, for 
nobody likes to buy a bony turkey; there is 
certainly a demand for small birds, but they 
must be plump and well finished. Otherwise 
it will not pay to rear them; after all, little 
details and finishing touches make a tre- 
mendous difference to everything, whether 
houses, clothes or food, and attention to de- 
tail in poultry-keeping is becoming increas- 
ingly important. 

an need not present any very difficult 
problem; if they have successfully weathered 
the adverse climatic conditions up to this, and 
are in good hard condition, they will respond 
wonderfully to the fattening process, With 
them the housing is a very critical point; 
as all experienced persons will know, they 
never thrive in confined conditions. On the 
other hand, as turkey rearers will always 
have a good share of accommodation, the pro- 
vision of a suitable finishing house is an easy 
matter. 

Any large shed or outhouse with an open 
front, having a south and west aspect, will 
be admirable for these last few weeks. If 
such a house be accessible, the birds may be 
confined therein from now until fit for 
market. It will, of course, be essential to 
clean it out thoroughly every day, keeping 
ry litter on the floor; should have adequate 
perches, placed only a few inches off the 
floor, since high flying is injurious to fatten- 
ing birds. In addition to plentiful supplies 
of good wet mash, such as a mixture of Sussex 
ground oats, or barley and milk, with per- 
hans the addition of a little “ntayegesan and pol- 
lard, turkevs should alwavs have nure crit. 
They need this to help them to digest the soft 
food ; supplies of clean, fresh water, or skim- 
milk should also form part of the daily 
dietary. Failing a roomy, airy house, the 
turkeys will do far better by heing allowed 
their liberty in the daytime and given the feeds 
at the regular intervals. On a very wet day 
they may he kept in, but if the house becomes 
stuffy it will put them off their feed. 


Feeding Methods. 


The mash may be given twice or thrice 
daily, morning, mid-day and evening, or only 
morning and evening, according to individual 
choice. Whatever method is taken up should 
be continued, and the meals provided at the 
same hours each day. When using ground 
oats it will give much hetter results if wet 
twelve hours before required and allowed to 
ferment; for instance, the morning feed is 
wet overnight, and vice versa. It should he 
fed in troughs, in a semi-liquid condition. The 
right consistency is neither too stiff not too 
sloppy, and when held in the hand it should 


not run through the fingers. Any left in the 
troughs, after allowing about half an hour 
for each meal, should be at once removed, as 
it quickly becomes sour. After the evening 
f-ed about two ounces per head of grains, | 
consisting of wheat, oats, kibhled maize, or a 
mixture of all, may be given to turkeys—also 
in the troughs. If artificial light is available 
this grain feed will be very beneficial if given 
about 8 p.m.

Before heginning the fattening the mother 
birds and young hens for next season's breed- 
ing pen should be senarated. They can have 
full liberty, and need not he too lavishly fed, 
grain food being the principal diet. 


Care of Chickens. 


Table chickens will respond to similar treat- 
ment as that prescribed for the turkeys, but, 
they might be put in a fattening coop, or in a 
smail, comfortable house, for about a fort- 
night. After a longer period in close confine- 
ment they are inclined to lose the appetite 
There is no need to give them grain food, twa 
soft feeds being generally sufficient to effect 
the desired condition. When put in to fatten 
they mav he allowed to fast for the first day. 
They will then he quite eager for the mash, 
whereas if feeding he given at once they will 
take some time to get accustomed to the 
change, and incidentally a longer period to 
recuperate loss of appetite 

When keeping these birds in small houses 
or runs, with comfortable sleeping quarters 
attached, those reared together will be found 
to thrive hetter than if different hatches are 
mixed. In the latter case hirds that are 
strange to each other will often quarrel, and 
quarrelling, as everyone knows, 18 a Wearying 
process.

‘* GAPS '- OR GATES ON 
THE FARM. 


NEED FOR MORE CARE. 
QO: many farms owned throughout the 


country to-day may be found evidence 

of that thoughtfulness which has been 
so often urged against Irish farmers with 
regard to field gates or ‘gaps.’ Possibly 
the foundations of the fence or ditch has not 
been made solid; piers are either non- 
existent or ála; and gates are not 
properly hung. The old-time landlords may 
not have been faultless, but many of them 
set examples to the country. Their estates 
were models where fences and communica- 
tions between fields were concerned. The 
solid piers and iron gates generally erected 
are likely to remain for many generations as 
models, if occasionally expensive ones, of 
what can be done in this direction. 


Question of Cost. 


Ordinary farmers candoa lot at much less 
expense. Many useful forms of piers with 
iron fences can be erected for less than 40s. 
the lot, and for useful interfield communica- 
tion it is seldom necessary to exceed this 
cost. In fact, the provision of gap, gates 
and piers is not an expensive item, assum- 
ing that the gap has to be made through a 
bank or other open ditch. The mode of pro- 
cedure is to clean the firm bottom in the 
gap at a level which, if the ditch has been 
thoroughly scoured at beth sides, will not 
check the flow of water. On this four sewer 
pipes, each three feet long, should be laid 
The pipes should be at least 9 inches, and, 
preferably, 12 inches wide. These, slightly 
damaged, are obtainable at all times at nine- 
pence and a shilling each. The mistake of 
using three pipes only should be avoided. 
When the bank has been filled in flush with 
the adjacent ground’ some: large stones or 
flags shouid be placed on top, the whole 
being raised 15 inches above the ground level, 
as the gap may be calculated to settle duwn 
to that extent. 

In districts where the requisite stones are 
available piers are best built of mason-work. 
Otherwise ordinary cement piers can be put 
up by any handy labourer. Too frequently 
the foundations for these are not sunk deep 
enough, or too close to the newly-made yap. 
Excavations much iess than two feet result 
in the piers tottering later on from the per- 
pendicular. Where stone is scarce, two sec- 
tions of H iron or pieces of strong railway 
or tram rails, set in cement, serve the pur- 
pose. These can be procured at from 12s. to 
ous. a pair. 


Iron Gates. 


Useful iron gates can now be bought in 
many parts of the country at from 18s. to 
25s. each. One at least nine feet wide should 
be erected where traflic such as loads of hay 
have to be carried but a ten-foot gate would 
be better. Where trafhe is constant. as with 
the haggard, or about the homestead, two five- 
foot are more satisfactory, but tlus 
usually adds an additional 15s. tu the cost.

Iron piers and gates, when being erected, | 


should be thoroughly scraped and cleaned. he- 
sides receiving two coats of oil paint to keep 
them free from rust. A high hedge on either 
side of a field prevents the ground from dry- 
ing, and, by attracting cattle for shelter, re 
sults in the place being very messy during 
the winter Even under the best conditions, 
it is often difficult to secure a clean pathway 
through gaps in wet weather. Where the 
passage is required for personal traffic only, 


it is an advantage to have a by-path near at I 


hand, and an old railway sleeper will provide 


a bridge for foot passengers that will last for | 


years. This is preferable to the provision of 
a stile alongside the gate, as it enables one 
to get further away from the dirty gap itself. 
When erecting a new gate, the first essential 
is to arrange that the path shall be along one 
The next 
point of importance is to avoid making any 
gap unless it is absolutely necessary.

HOLD-UP OF FREE 
STATE SOLDIER. 


ACCUSATION AGAINST 
FARMERS’ SONS.

resumed its sittings yesterday morn- 

ing at Collins Barracks, Dublin, it 
was announced that Richard Stephens, of 
Dublin, who on Monday refused to plead in 
answer to a charge of membership of an illegal 
association, was sentenced to three months 
imprisonment for contempt of court. — 

The story of how a Free State soldier, held 
up by armed and masked men on a road in 
County Clare at night-time, was stripped of 
his tunic, great coat, and other apparel, was 
told in a case in which Thomas Breen and 
Martin Calligan, farmers’ sons, of Kilmurray, 
McMahon, Kilrush, County Clare, pleaded not 
guilty to having on September 23rd, 1931, 
while armed, robbed Edward McInerney of 
the articles mentioned and an army pay 

They pleaded not guilty to having used 
personal violence and to having possessed fire- 
arms. 

Mr. A. Lynn, who, with Mr. P. Griffin (in- 
structed by Mr. F. Twomey), defended, 
made a formal application to have struck out 
two of the charges, as they were under dis- 
tinct Acts of Parliament. 


DECISION TO PROCEED. 


Mr. F. J. Kelly, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Casey (instructed by Mr. O’ Donovan). 
was for the prosecution, said there was 
nothing commoner in criminal courts in this 
country than to view the same set of facts 
from different aspects. In this case, he sub- 
mitted that the events of September 23 con- 
stituted not only a robbery, but also posses- 
sion of firearms with intent to endanger life,

The President said that the Court had de- 
cided to proceed with all the charges. 

Mr. Kelly said that McInerney, who was 
a young private in the National Army, home 
on furlough, was returning from a neighbour's 
house at night with John Moloney. When 
passing New Line Cross reads a masked man 
appeared, followed them for a time and then 
whistled, as if to some other people acting 
in consort with him. At the back of Dr. 
MecAuliffe’s gate two more masked men, step- 
ying out on the road, held up McInerney and 
Moloney. Calligan was one of the men. and 
sreen, armed with a shotgun, stripped 
McInerney of his Army clothes. Later 
Guards discovered the overcoat which 
McInerney wore and also a magk. A search 
of Calligan’s house revealed a coat, with a 


part of its lining torn. This lining corre- 
sponded with the mask found beside the 
great coat. 


MASKED MEN. 


Private Edward MclIperney, A.T.C.. 
Is!and Bridge, in evidence, said that on the 
night of September 23 last, while he and 
John Moioney were passing New Line cross- 
roads, he saw a man standing on the road. 
side. ‘The man wore a dark suit and a white 
mask. Witness noticed that the man followed 
| them for about 50 yards, and then whistled. 
Two other masked men rushed out of a gate- 
way, and he recognised them as Martin 
Calligan and Thomas Breen, both of whom, 
witness said, he had known since boyhood. 
Breen had a single-barrelled shotgun, and 
witness later was taken into the gateway, 
where his overcoat, tunic, cane, aaa gloves 
were removed. Moloney had previously been 
ordered home. When witness was allowed to 
go home a shot was fired over his head. He 
heard Breen shouting and mentioning “ Dick 
Mulcahy 's ” name. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Griffin—Witness 
said the man who had been standing at the 
cross-roads was Patrick Cahill, of Crossmore. 
He recognised him when he was stripping 
him of his uniform, but did not recognise 
his voice. 

Mr. Griffin—Did you not swear in the 
Court below that you did recognise his voice’ 
—I don't remember. 

Did you not swear in the Court below that 
the man you thought was Cahill did not 
speak at all, but only shouted ?—I don’t re- 
member. It was true that his brother was 
married to Calligan’s sister. Witness was a 
first cousin of Calligan. 


CLOTH OVER MOUTH. 


Mr. Griffin—Did you meet a man named 
Frawley after the alleged robbery ”— No. 

If krawley comes here and says that he 
said to you that he was sorry for what had 
happened, and that you replied: “It will 
stand good for myself,’’ will he be telling the 
truth ?7—It is a lie. 

Breen, said witness, had a white cloth 
across his mouth, and had a single-barrelled 
gun when the hold-up took place. 

John Moloney gave evidence of going 
towards home with McInerney on the night 
in question, when three masked men accosted 
| Mclnerney. One of them told witness to go 
on home, and he did so. 

[n cross-examination by Mr. l.ynn, witness 
said that though he had gone to school with 
Calligan, and knew him well, he could not 
swear that Calligan was one of the men that 
came up to them. He was also unable to 
recognise Cahill Most of the young men in 
his locality wore grey caps and a lot of them 
wore blue clothes. 

Sergeant Eamonn Conroy, Kilrush, deposed 
to the arrest of the prisoners. Calligan when 
eharged and cautioned said, ' All Í can say 
that I was in at 9 o'clock that night.”’ 
Continuing, witness said he found in 
| Breen’s house two evercoats, two caps, and 
an old blouse. In a trunk he found a 
handkerchief, both ends of which were 
crumpled as if they had been tied. A white 
cloth was found in a field some distance 
from where the hold-up had taken place. 
No gun was found in Breen’s house. 

Guard J. Cullen said that he found the 
lining of a eoat alongside a ditch, about 25 
yards from the road. The coat and tunic 
were found under furze bushes, completely 
hidden from view. 

D.0. John Ryan said that he found in an 
outhouse at Calligan’s home a coat, the lining 
of which corresponded with the material of 
the piece of cloth found elsewhere. 

Cross-examined, witness said that anybody 
could have access to that outhouse. 

When the Tribunal resumed, the President 
announced, in reply to Mr. Lynn, that on 
the first point, referring to the charge olf 
larceny, the Tribunal was satisfied that a 
prima facie case had been established, and 
that the trial would proceed. Further, the 
Tribunal considered that all documents were 
in order. Mr. Lynn might see them if he 
wished. 

Mr. Lynn asked for the appointment of 
army officers to act as a military tribunal. 

The President said that the tribunal was 
satisfied that they were constituted according 
to the Jaw, and no further discussion would 
be permitted on that subject.

COUNSEL’S PROTEST.

The Civic Guards and the Detective Divi- 
sion were reticent as to the disposal of the 
remainder of the prisoners, but it is under- 
stood that several have been released. The 
Guards stated that the detentions were made 
on behalf of the military authorities, and 
they had no power to make any statement 
regarding the prisoners. 

Detectives were active in the city through- 
out vesterday, and the homes of a number 
of the detained men were visited and 
searched.

Bridge is so popular in Ireland nowa- 
days that, perhaps, I am not inopportune 
in suggesting that there may be a living 
in it for someone. We have golf profes- 
sionals, football professionals and profes- 
sionals of all other kinds of games—why 
not bridge professionals ? 

These remarks are egy fer by the re- 
port that Mr. and Mrs. Culbertson, the 
American bridge experts, make £50,000 a 
year out of the game. No doubt, the 
amount is exaggerated somewhat, but it is 
certainly true that they make a large 
income from playing and teaching bridge. 
Of course, the Culbertsons specialise in 
contract bridge, which has not yet 
attained the popularity of auction MA 
but contract is making headway rapidly, 
and in the course of another few years 
auction will be as dead as the dodo. 

I know that there are some people in 
Dublin who teach the game, but I think 
that a really enterprising couple would 
make a nice income out, of teaching con- 
tract if they arranged classes íor be- 
ginners, and even for those who flatter 
themselves on their good play. From my 
experience of bridge players in Dublin 
and Ireland generally, excellent players 
can be met everywhere who would be good 
teachers. With a carefully arranged 
course and a moderate fee, I can see no 
reason why bridge professionals should 
not make something out of the game here 
while the fashion lasts. 


Belfast Pigs. 


Certainly (writes a correspondent) the 
various live-stock markets add to the pic- 
turesque side of Belfast, and the piys 
lend gaiety to a serious-minded popula- 
tion. It is astonishing what havoc a 
wandering pair of fat bonhams can 
effect upon traffic; and the fun rises when 
a few bulky porkers intrude upon the 
conversation of Miss Belfast as she .moves 
from Antrim into Down or the other wav 
about over the Albert Bridge. Sometimes 
the herd exhibits a nice sense of humour, 
as it surveys tho pulled-up motor car and 
answers it honk for honk until the drover 
interposes a baton in the antiphony. 

Belfast was not always happy about 
her pigs. In the remoter days, when an 
open stream coursed down High street, 
and the pillars of Belfast society eked 
eut industry with pastoral pursuits on 
either side, much ado was caused by the 
vagaries of detached and errant pigs, which 
get between peoples’ Jegs and even drove 
them into the stream. The sovereign 
issued an edict confining piga within 
sheds after dark till eight of the morning: 
pigs that broke curfew were to be shot at 
sight. No one would fulfil the order; so 
the sovereign himself sallied forth be- 
times, and drove the mitching swine to 
sty with squeals and buck-shot. 


‘C ortoiseshell. 


The popularity of the _ tortoiseshell 
rims on spectacles continues without sign 
of waning. Horn is used also, but it is 
not as good as the shell, because it is 
inclined to bend, and after some time 
will begin to wear away in chips or flakes. 
The best tortoiseshell is never brittle. 

The most interesting fact, however, 
about tortoiseshell is that, strictly speak- 
ing, it 1s not tortoiseshell at all, but 
turtle shell—which seems to suggest hair- 
splitting. Yet the difference would be 
painfully evident if one ordered a cargo 
of tortoiseshell from Solomon Islands, or 
wherever it comes from, with the idea of 
making some spectacle rims; one would

Do Swallows Remain 2 


A correspondent from Carrickmacross 
writes as follows:—Early last week Mr. 
H. Taylor, of Carrickmacross, observed a 
solitary swallow flying around the meadows 
bordering Lough Fea demesne. The usual 
time at which swallows take their de- 
parture from this country is the last week 
in September and the opening days of 
October, and very rarely can any of the 
species be seen aiter that time until their 
return in the early summer. 


Schoolboys and Pockets. 


Pupils at Westminster School, I see, are 
in a great pother over a campaign by the 
school authorities to abolish sloveliness. 
A ukase has gone forth that virtually no 
one may keep his hands in his trousers’ 
pockets. Certain exceptions have been 
made with regard to the upper forms, 
who may use one pocket for the purpose, 
but only such of the élite as prefects and 
pinks have the privilege of walking at 
their ease, though even they must bow to 
a complete ban within the precincts of the 
school and Abbey. In no case may books 
be carried under the arm at a time when 
hands are in the pockets, and chilblains 
must be courted while the scholar is 
addressing a master or other adult. 

Even with these detailed and compre- 
hensive regulations the Westminster 
schoolboy is better off than his confrére 
at Uppingham, where no trousers pockets 
are allowed at all. At Uppingham there 
is, too, a complete ban on colours, and. as 
at Harrow, the black tie is de rigueur. 


An Old-Fashioned Tricycle. 


A countryman tells me that the other 
day he met an old lady wheeling a tricycle 
along a rural road. She informed him 
that one of the tyres had been punctured 
by a thorn. He repaired it, and while 
he was engaged on this task she told him 
that it was the first puncture she had in 
three years. She also said that she had 
the machine for over thirty years, and 
that it was second-hand when she bought 
it from a local lady. It has never given 
the slightest trouble beyond an occasional 
puncture. 

At one time tricycles were very popular 
with middle-aged people, who were nervous 
about trusting themselves to the ordinary 
push-cycle, which was considered a 
dangerous speed machine in those days. 


More Uses for Seaweed. 


My recent paragraph on the production 
of paper from seeweed reminds a cor- 
respondent of two other uses for the pro- 
lific weed around our coasts. Modern 
architects are now designing theatres, 
cinemas and similar buildings with double 
walls, and between these is placed a layer 
of seaweed. It has been found, I am t ld, 
to have the property of making “he rooms 
soundproof and of improving the acoustic 
properties. 

As a foodstuff for sheep, seaweed is 
hard to beat, and in the North of 
Scotland and some of the irlands off the 
coast it forms their staple form of diet. 
It can hardly be a mere coincidence that 
the sheep from these districts produce 
some of the world’s finest fleeces, since 
the medicinal properties of seaweed are 
widely known.

Constance Rochfort and Gladys Wynne are 

ainters of merit in water colour. They have 
had sufficient confidence in their own sense 
af ability to show nearly one hundred and 
fifty works on the walls of the Gallery at 
Mills’s Hall, 8 Merrion Row, Dublin. These 
pictures will be on show from to-day until 
the 14th inst. 

Both artists have the courage of their 
opinions, and are not afraid to state a parti- 
cular case in the highest of tones; each is 
also able to strike a minor key with good 
effect. Miss Rochfort, in No. 54, “ Night on 
the Liffey,’ gets, through a generally dim 
blueness, a right note of the dark refractionary 
power of water; while in No. 65, “On the 
Canal, Dublin,” there is harmony which al- 
most justifies the strident declamations of 
the bill poster’s appeal. In many frames at 
the Mills‘ Hall mountains and threatening 
clouds are finely described, and Miss Roch- 
fort has given a sense of rush to her tumbling 
waters.

ELECTRICITY CHARGES. 

TO THE EDITOR JF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sizn,—President Cosgrave is reported in 
to-day’s paper as saying that the average 
price of electricity is being raised from 1.78 
pence to 2.0 pence a unit. That is a really 
interesting piece of information. The average 
increase is less than a farthing a unit. It 
is particularly interesting to schools, hospitals, 
etc., where a great deal of electricity must 
be used for lighting, and where it would ve 
quite uneconomic to use it for heating or 
cooking. Over the greater part of Ireland 
these large users, so far from being charged 
less than the average rate of twopence, are 
now to be charged three and a half times as 
much—7}d. a unit. The increase in their 
case is not to be less than a farthing, but 
more than six times as much—l3d. 

The increase alone is to be three times the 
total charge to certain other consumers. This 
flat rate of 7$d. for schools and other institu- 
tions works out at a far higher charge per 
unit than the average even for private houses, 
where various little electrical gadgets can be 
used economically; yet, in every other case 
it appears to be the Board‘s policy to charge 
less to large consumers than to small ones.—

FREE STATE HOUSING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—May we explain the provisions of 
certain clauses of the new Housing Bill and 
the amendments secured—largely as a result 
of the efforts of this Association—on behalf 
of private builders and persons desiring to 
build or buy houses under the Act? A com- 
mittee of our Association had many inter- 
views with the President, the Minister for 
Local Government and other parties con- 
cerned with regard to provisions contained in 
Clauses 56 to 59, inclusive. 

We are glad to say that the value of houses 
to which the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Acts apply has been increased from £800 to 
£1,000. The size of houses eligible for grants 
and remission of rates, as set out in the draft 
bill, was only 750 feet. This sized house is 
hardly sufficient for a man of moderate 
means, and, in any event, is being largely 
erected by local authorities. We were able 
to convince the Minister of the fairness of 
our claims, and he increased the size to 950 
feet. We also pointed out that the reduc- 
tion from the 1929 Act to the 1931 Act was 
too drastic with regard to the privileges 
withdrawn, and we were able to get a new 
sub-section introduced whereby houses be- 
tween 950 feet super (a five-roomed house) 
and 1,250 feet super (a seven-roomed house) 
would obtain two-thirds remission of rates 
for seven years. 

The importance of these concessions must 
be obvious to the public. We will, however, 
be glad to receive suggestions from _ builders 
and others interested in housing problems on 
these or any other points in regard to which 
they consider that our Association can be of 
further assistance.—Yours, etc.,

Sir,—As many friends of the late Dr. 

Katharine Maguire were anxious that there 
should be some memorial of her self-sacrificing 
work among the poor of Dublin, a meeting 
was held at Alexandra College to further this 
object. Miss White, who presided, opened 
the proceedings by recalling the profound 
impression made by Dr. Katharine Maguire 
in 1898, when, at the first Guild Conference in 
Alexandra College, she described, from her 
own personal experience, the appalling con- 
ditious of the Dublin slums, and pleaded with 
intense earnestness that some effort might he 
made, and made at once, to improve the 
housing of the poor. Dr. Maguire’s appeal 
met with an immediate response, and the 
Alexandra Guild Tenement Company was 
founded, to which she was ever ready to give 
her sympathetic help and wise counsel. 

It was unanimously decided that a fund, to 
be called ‘‘The Dr. Katharine Maguire 
Memorial Fund,’’ should be raised, the 
interest on which should be expended in 
giving a holiday every year to some of the 
women and children of the Guild tenement 
houses in Summerhill and Grenville street, 
and that a brass tablet should be placed in 
the playroom in 27 Grenville street to com- 
memorate Dr. Maguire is work among the poor 
of Dublin. It is hoped that all Dr. Maguire's 
friends and all who remember with gratitude 
what she did for them or for others, and the 
generosity with which she placed her medical 
skill at the disposal of those in needy circum- 
stances, will join in this effort to perpetuate 
her memory, and, at the same time, bring 
happiness to some of those whose welfare was 
so near her heart.

CHILDREN AND THE PANTOMIME

Srr,—Now that preparations are being 

made for the pantomime season in the Gaiety 
Theatre, I wonder if it would be possible for 
the management to arrange to have a special 
matinée once a week suitable for young 
children—by which I mean from, say, ten 
years downwards.

Y.D., F.,T.C.D., speaking yesterday afternoon 
at the annual distribution of prizes at Mount- 
joy School, which was held in the Parochial 
Hall, George’s place, Dublin. The chair 
was occupied by the Archbishop of Dublin 
(Dr. Gregg), who distributed the prizes. 

The report for the school year 1950-51 was 
read by the Headmaster, the Rev. William 
Anderson, M.A., who stated that it had been 
one of continued prosperity and substantial 
achievement. Twenty-six passed the inter- 
mediate examinations, of whom fourteen 
secured honours. English and mathematics 
were the strongest subjects of the year. 
Twenty-two boys sat for the Entrance Ex- 
amination to Trinity College—all passed, and 
ten qualified for high places. Five boys 
secured sizarships, and the first of the new 
entrance scholarships, value for £320, was 
won by E. J. J. Furlong. 

The past pupils in T.C.D. had secured 
many distinctions, including five moderator- 
ships, two respondencies, the Brooke Prize in 
Classics, two scholarships, the Berkeley 
Medal, the Michael Roberts Prize. three 
Senior Exhibitions, and twenty-five degrees 
in Medicine, Arts and Engineering, Science 
and Law. 

The activities of the Old Boys’ Association 
during the year—the tennis at home, the 
flannel dance, the annual dinners in Belfast 
and Dublin. and the annual dance in Dublin— 
all received strong support. 

In conclusion, they congratulated their 
former Rector, the Rev. H. G. Forde, on 
his promotion to the important parish of 
Monkstown, and welcomed his successor, the 
Rev. EK.

GALWAY, Wednesday. 
Ta: were exciting scenes this morn- 
ing in connection with the Claddagh 
housing scheine, when Mr. G. Heuston, 
who has been appointed arbitrator to deter- 
mine the compensation to be paid to the 
tenants of the old houses for disturbance, 
sat in the Town Hall. The Rev. Richard 
Newell, who has been championing the 
cause of numbers of the tenants who did 
not wish to leave their eld homesteads, for 
the very Fuine reasón that they feel that 
they would be unable to pay a rent of five 


the Council Chamber, followed by a number 
of fishermen. 

Father Newell, addressing the arbitrator, 
said that they, the fishermen of the Clad- 
dagh, wished to withdraw from the inquiry 
as a protest against the manner in which 
it had been conducted the day before. 

‘We can,’’ added Father Newell, ‘‘ adopt 
any further steps we think necessary.” 

Father Newell and a number of Claddagh 
reskients then left the Hall. 

At a later stage of the proceedings, the 
Very Rev. Canon Nestor, P.P., pointed out 
that the St. Vincent de Paul Society had 
expended £20 in completely roofing the 
house of Jane Lyden. The landlord was 
responsible for this work. He (Canen 
Nestor) wanted to know who would be 
responsible for the cost when the matter 
came to arbitration. That was a matter 
that should be taken into consideration. 

A Claddagh resident asked why men who 
had little means of livelihood should have 
been asked to buy their own houses without 
appealing to charity. There were shouts of 
approval at this sentiment, and the talk 
was so insistent that the arbitrator, after 
a warning, stated that he would be re- 
lucantly compelled to clear the Hall. 

Young women and aged men shouted 
hysterically. 

The arbitrator stated that if the noise 
continued he would be relucantly compelled 
to have the Chamber cleared. 

Sarah Curran, one of the claimants for 
compensation, complained that she had been 
badly treated by Mr. Tighe, who valued 
her property at a ridiculously low rent. 

Pandemonium followed, the women’s voices 
rising above the din. There were cries of: 
“We won't leave the Claddagh, and, if we 
do. Loughrea is our only home.” 

The Arbitrator, leaving his chair, went to 
the end of the hall and asked the people, for 
their own sakes and the honour of their 
native city, not to create a scene. He pointed 
out that everything possible would be done 
to see that justice was meted out to everyone. 

At this stage the Very Rev. Canon Nestor 
appealed to the Arbitrator for compensation 
for the unfortunate people, who were hving 
under conditions that were a disgrace to 
civilisation. He instanced the case of a family 
where the rain was. falling on the bed the 
people slept on.

Invention. 


Claims for New 
Battery. 


From Our Own CorREsronpeNT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 
T French's Quay, Cork, to-day, the Lord 
A Mayer officially opened the new factory 
of the D. and ah. Battery Company. 
This company has been formed to explort the 
invention of a Cork man, Mr. J. A. Dowming, 
for which remarkable claims are made. Bat- 
teries made under this process, it is stated, 
have a much donger life and greater efficrency 
tha) any now in use, 

At a luncheon given before the opening 
ceremony Dr. Thomas Blake, chairman of the 
company, explained how the project first came 
to be thought of. He had, he admitted, at 
first been sceptical of Mr. Downing's experi- 
ments, but after many months of testing he 
and other people in Cork were finally con- 
vinced that this was an imvention of the 
highest importance. They decided to go to 
London, where they told the authorities at 
King’s College of their claim. 

‘“We were disbelieved at first,” said Mr 
Blake, “ but finally thev, too, were convinced, 
and we obtained a certificate from them show- 
ing that tests made with the battery justified 
what we said.” 

He went on to say that the new battery 
was at least 20 per cent. better than any- 
thing which had heen before it. 
it was a lead battery, without 
sulphuric acid, and would have been a great 
discovery for this reason . alone, as 
the danger and destructiveness of the acid 
has always been one of the great disadvan- 
tages in ordinary batteries. In the latter 
type, also, the action of the acid led to 
rá “Ean of the plates, which lessened their 
efficiency. The new treatment actually dis- 
sipated any lead sulphate that might be pre- 
sent, and the life of the battery was enor- 
mously increased, 

He gave some remarkable examples of the 
efficiency of the new battery, and said that a 
lorry in which one of them had been fitted 
was at present covering 200 miles a day on 
the battery alone, the dynamo having gone 
out of order. The battery in this case was 
being used for self-starting, lighting and igni- 
tion, and there was no other battery in the 
world which could stand up to such treatment. 

Another striking feature of the invention 
was that it needed less charging than the 
ordinary type, and even when temporarily 
exhausted could recover its powers if left to 
rest for a few minutes. Thev and some other 
business men, he said, had founded this fac- 


tory in Cork because they were optimists, í 


and believed this invention was not one of 
merely local interest, but of international im- 
portance.

The present bill will restore 
order to road passenger services, but a 
deeper evil is the unlicensed piracy of the 
road goods services, against which nothing 
has been done. If the Railways Bill takes 
resolute action against this evil, it will 
confer a real benefit upon the public; yet 
even at this stage it will not have done 
enough. It must establish the railways so 
firmly that they will be at no future dis- 
advantage in comparison with the roads 
services; it must remove their crushing 
disabilities or, conversely, must impose 
definite restrictions on the omnibus and 
the lorry. The present bill may envisage

Economy in Schools.

If the fare provided by autnority was 
plain and wholesome, it was supplemented 
by elaborate dishes from the local “ tuck ”’ 
or ‘‘sock’”’ shop. Silken pyjamas often 
protected the juvenile form from harsh 
contact with cotton sheets and _ hair 
mattresses. Books were lost and replaced 
without thought of expense, and the 
battles fought on the playing fields of 
Eton waged with a disregard of 
financial cost in matters of equipment that 
was scarcely equalled by the British 
‘Tommy “” in the Great War. Even the 
awarding of a single “ colour “ to a boy 
involved his parents in a large expendi- 
ture for radiant articles of attire, many 
of which were wholly unnecessary. One 
cricket colour,’’ for instance, carried 
with it the right to wear football stock- 
ings denoting its possession. An athletic 
‘giant’s’’ wardrobe yielded little in 
quantity to that of a ruling monarch. The 
effect of this training reflected itself in the 
large bills incurred later in the shops 
of Oxford and Cambridge. Several schools 
—notably Eton, Westminster and Marl- 
borough—have checked this long-estab 
lished profusion, and Harrow, as we 
understand, is considering a compre 
hensive scheme of economy. The effort is 
timely ; for the professional classes, from 
whom the Empire’s most useful citizens 
have been drawn in the past, no longer 
are able to afford the old luxuries in the 
education of their children. These classes 
and the public schools have made each 
other, and it would be a tragedy if the 
invasion of a plutocratic standard, which 
public schoolboys, 
individually, never have accepted, should 
cause their divorce. In these days of fluid 
opinions and political convulsions the 
maintenance of the public school “ bloc ” 
in its full vigour becomes, more than ever, 
a national necessity.

Ministers’ Salaries. 


Tha election of a President of 
Spanish Kepublic will take place during 
the next few days, and a bill which settles 
his establishment is now before the Cortes. 
It fixes the President s salary at 1,000,000 
pesetas, with a further sum of 500,000 
pesetas for entertainment allowances and 
travelling expenses, To-day some forty 
pesetas make an English pound, so that 
the new President’s inclusive emoluments 
will represent £357,500. In view of the 
fact that Spain is a poor country, wth a 
low standard of living and heavily taxed, 
this is a very liberal salary. Moreover, 
we cannot reconcile it easily with the 
intense socialism of the new réqime. If 
all men and women are equal in Spain. 
by what logic will the President pocket 
1.500,000 pesetas a year, while the peasant 
sweats for a couple of pesetas a day? It 
seems, too, that, althorgh the trappings 
of banished royalty were loathsome to al! 
good republicans, the new President wil! 
have a train of generals, admirals and 
aules-de-camp, and a Minister Plei- 
potentiary, who will act as ‘ Introducer 
of Ambassadors.’’ Republicanism, how. 
ever, is consistently inconsistent in such 
matters; the President of the French 
Republic draws at least £50.000 a year. 
Russia may be an exception, but we have 
no data; and we imagine that any 
local inquiry into the amount of Stalin’s 
receipts from the State would be 
highly dangerous. In Germany the dire 
pressure of the times has brought a ruth- 
less reduction of ministerial allowances. 
In Great Britain Ministers themselves. 
following the King’s example, have 


surrendered a substantial percentage ot 
their salaries, Perhaps, it would be un- 


I 


reasonable to expect a like sacrifice from 
President Cosgrave’s Executive. The pay- 
ment of Free State Ministers is not extra- 
vagant, and they are among the most 
hardly worked Ministers in Europe.

Nothing in this section shall operate to 
authorise the carriage of merchandise by 
a company which does not carry mer- 
chandise for reward at the passing of this 
Act or the carriage of passengers by a 
company which does not carry passengers 
for reward at the passing of this Act. 
“Section 2 of the Conveyance of Mails 
Act, 1893, shall apply to every passenger 
road service carried on by a company to 
which this part of the Act applies as if 
such company were a tramway company 
and such passenger road service were a 
tramway.

“NOTHING HARSH ABOUT 
RESTRICTIONS.” 


Mr. L. E. McNally, of the 
General Omnibus Company, said that the

Some of the provisions of the new enact- 
ment, Mr. Kelly added, were similar to 
those embodied in the Road Transport Act, 
which had proved extremely successful in 
Northern Ireland. 

Mr. G. M. Harriss, General Manager of 
the Dublin United Tramway Company, 
said that it was too early to express any 
opinion on the Road Transport Bill. I 
had rather expected.” said Mr. Harriss, 
“ that the bill would define the area in 
which ‘buses will be allowed to operate ; 
but, apparently, all that is left to the 
discretion of the Minister. There is 
certainly nothing in the bill of .a revolu- 
tionary nature.” 

Mr. R. D. Griffith, General Manager of 
the Irish Omnibus Company, Ltd., said 
he had not vet studied the text of the bill, 
and had consequently no observations to 
make.

OPPOSITION PARTY'S 

POLICY EXPOUNDED. 

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SYDNEY, Wednesday. 

An appeal to Australia to follow the 
example of Great Britain and to return a 
Government prepared to take sane and 
sound measures necessary to restore finan- 
cial stability was made by Mr. J. A. 
Lyons, leader of the United Australia 
Party, in a speech explaining the policy 
of the party to-day. i 

The outstanding points of the policy, 
declared Mr. Lyons, were an honest and 
sound financial administration, the 
reduction of unemployment, which would 
be achieved by the restoration of con- 
fidence and perseverance in the economy 
plan, no political interference with the 
Commonwealth Bank. and the main- 
tenance of a sane protectionist policy. 
There was to be no arbitrary raising of 
duties without reference to the Tariff 
Board. 

Other important points were the pro- 
motion of the fullest measure of reciprocal 
imperial trade, the extension of preferen- 
tial trade agreements with other 
Dominions, and the suppression of Com- 
munism. 

The party will also seek clarification of 
the Constitution, enabling the creation of 
new States, removal of overlapping in 
State and Federal legislation by simplify- 
ing procedure and removing political 
aspects, and emendation of the Constitution 
to deal with the case of a Government 
persistently refusing to meet its obliga- 
tions.

ESTERDAY the Drumm battery train 

proved itself to be no longer a 

promise for the future, but rather a con- 
crete achievement. 

The official trial started from Westland 
Row Station at 11 a.m., when the two 
coaches which symbolise Dr. Drumm’s 
achievement moved out of the station. 
On board them was a distinguished com- 
pany, which included Mr. Cosgrave, the 
President of the Free State desde 
and his party. 

To one accustomed to the electrified 
suburban railways around London the 
start was uneventful, except that there 
was no sudden jolt due to too rapid 
acceleration. Nevertheless, the train 
gathered speed rapidly, and seemed in 
every way to bear comparison with those 
which draw their motive power from an 
electrified rail. 

The journey to Bray was entirely un- 
eventful. There was none of that uncer- 
tainty which is usually associated with a 
trigl trip, but rather the assurance which 
one places in an ordinary service. 

At Bray Dr. Drumm, who is notoriously 
reticent, deputed Mr. J. M. Fay, one of 
the directors of Celia, Ltd., the company 
which has been formed to exploit the 
battery, to explain the charging opera- 
tions. 

As soon as the train arrived in the 
station Mr. Fay explained how the 
charging was performed. He pointed out 
the overhead conductors, from which 
current to charge the battery was drawn. 
and stated that the object of Dr. 
Drumm was to make all the operations 
involved in charging the batteries purely 
automatic and operative as soon as the 
train makes contact with the overhead 
conductors. - 


. 
KE-CHARGING. 

The current which charges the batteries 
is supplied by the Shannon generators, 
and arrives at a transforming station, 
situated on the platform, at a pressure 
of 10,000 volts. Since a battery cannot 
be charged at so high a voltage, the 
current is ‘‘ stepped down 
and by means of a “ rectifier ’’ is changed 
from alternating to direct current. The 
most modern type of mercury-are rectifier 
is used 

There was a twenty minutes’ wait at 
Bray while the battery was recharging, 
but Mr. Fay assured his hearers that only 
fifteen minutes were necessary for this 
operation, 

With no untoward occurrence the train 
made the return journey to Westland row, 
and the passengers disembarked. The 
Pressmen remained behind in the coach 
with Dr. Drumm and

“ Mr. Fay and myself,’’ he said, “have 
been very intimately concerned with the 
success that centres round this effort: but 
we must not overlook the part plaved by 
Mr. McGilligan, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce. Without his foresight 
and enterprise all our efforts would have 
proved fruitless. We also owe a great debt 
of gratitude to the directors of the 
Southern Railways, who have always given 
us every assistance in their power. 


BATTERY’S MERITS, 


“In determining the merits of the 
three questions must be 
answered—-How long will it last’? What 
is its initial cost? and What is the cost 
of maintenance? These questions have 
been answered satisfactorily ; for we are 
assured that the life of the battery will 
prove ample, and that, when the produc- 
tion of the battery is put on a commercial 
basis, the cost will prove to be equal to 
or less than that of the ordinary com 
mercial product to-day. , 

“ There are, unguestionabls, improve 
ments to be made in the running of the 
train, but these will rather be to the auto- 
matic charging of the batteries; for it is 
my ambition to make this operation 
entirely automatic and foolproof.’ 

Mr. Fay spoke of the Drumm battery as 
an assistant to main line electrification. 

‘ The real value of the train,” he said 
‘“is a provider of motive power on lines 
where there is not sufficient traffic to 
justify the enormous expenses of erecting 
overhead cables for the transmission of 
power. 

‘It has been shown in the Weir Report 
that about 50 per cent. of the English 
railway system could not be electrified 
economically, and that the total cost of th: 
overhead mains would be in the neiyhhbour 
hood of £130,000,000. If the Drumm 
train were used on branch lines where the 
density of traffic is low, a large part of 
this expenditure would be obviated. ‘The 
rolling stock would be the same as that 
used on main lines, but instead of an 
expensive overhead cable the motive pow?) 
would be supplied by a Drumm batter) 
tender attached to the train. 

‘‘Another problem which it solves for 
main line electrification is that of }-ro 
viding motive power in goods yards. 

“The general qualities of the battery 
make it rugged and durable in use, and 
it should stand up to any amount of hard 
work.” 

The train in use vesterday was designed 
for suburban services. Its maximum speed 
is little more than 45 m.p.h. By an 
alteration of the motor, however, any 
desired speed could be obtained, since the 
speed is in no way dependent on the 
battery. 

A number of inquiries have been re- 
ceived from all parts of the world, and jt 
is expected that before long a party cf 
experts from all countries will pay a visit 
to Dublin to inspect the train.

HEN Mr. Blythe moved the second 
reading in the Dail yesterday of 
the Unemployment Relief Bill, which pro- 
poses to allocate £250,000 for carrying 
out public works, he was as apologetic 
about it as though he had been proposing 
an extra shilling on the income tax.

POSITION SUMMED UP.

Negotiations between the Leinster Milk 
Producers’ Association and the 
large distributors of milk in Dublin 
have definitely broken down, as no 
agreement was come to at the joint 
conference held at the Wicklow 
Hotel vesterday. 

The Association has appointed a sub- 
committee of five members, who will direct 
operations, with the support of a weekly 
meeting of the executive committee, from 
now until a settlement is reached. The 
producers are so arranging that, when 
need arises, at least a partial supply will 
be secured to the city. The method of 


distributing milk may undergo radical 
alterations as a result of the present 
1m passe. 

The sub-committee, the names of which 
were not disclosed, consists of men who 
know business well. 

It is understood that. should no general 
agreement be reached within a reasonable 
time, the producers will arrange to estab 
lish depots of their own. 


AGREEMENT AT 1/- PER

The manager of one of the largest dairy 
establishments in Dublin, when questioned 
on the matter by an Jrish Times reporter 
last night, said he had come to an agree- 
ment with his own producers on the basis 
of 1s. per gallon.

THE CABINET UNANIMOUS. 


(From OUR PaRLiAMENTARY CORRESPON DEST. |) 


WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

Mr. Macdonald, at the outset, mentioned 
that the statement which he made at the 
Round-Table Conference on ‘Tuesday--now 
issued in the form of a White Paper, had the 
fuli approval of the Cabinet. Dealing with 
the circumstances which had led up to the 
present situation he said that from time to 
time declarations which did not amount to 
specific pledges had been made, sometimes by 
the Monarch, as in the case of Queen Vic- 
toria, sometimes by the Government, and 
sometimes by the House of Commons. Those 
declarations made it perfectly clear that the 
intention of the Government, and of the 
country, was to lead India up to a position 
when it could be made responsible for its 
own Government. Though they did not go 
beyond a statement of intention, he did not 
think hat any member of the House could 
throw from his shoulders the responsibility 
cf carrying those declarations into effect, 
as, and when, opportunity arose. 

The Government of India Act of 1919 made 
a decisive and distinctive step in the gradual 
development of self-governing institutions in 
India. He desired to impress upon the 
House that the expression ‘‘ gradual develop- 
ment’? must not be interpreted as some- 
thing which could be done at leisure. It 
must be taken to mean that the House should 
diligently and carefully watch the progress 
ef affairs in India, and be prepared, when 
that progress reached certain stages, to take 
the advantage of it to increase the degree of 
self-government that India enjoyed. 


HOPEFUL OF SUCCESS. 


In paying a tribute to the high standard of 
the, debates at the Round Table Conference, 
Mr. Macdonald said that it was certain that 
with the human material with which they 
had been working for over a year, and with 
their own capacity to adapt institutions to 
political needs, they would ultimately succeed 
in their task. and their success would be 
hailed as one of the great contributions this 
country had made to democratic institutions 
and human liberty. 

The Simon Commission was an attempt to 
drag India out of the field of sá politics. 
One of the biggest problems which faced the 
Commission was the question of authority 
and responsibility at the centre. The Com- 
mission reported in favour of provincial 
autonomy, and stopped there. It did, how- 
ever, foreshadow a federated centre. 

On the first day of the Reund Table Con- 
ference the Princes of India expressed their 
willingness to take their place in any central 
authorities which might be created. That put 
the question of a central federated govern- 
ment, with executive and legislative respon- 
sibility and authority, on a completely new 
foundation. 


GENERAL SITUATION. 


After months of discussions he would state 
the general situation as it was at present. 
The Round Table Conference had drawn up 
a draft constitution, and the next obvious 
step was to refer this question for detailed 
examination to small bodies, mainly on the 
spot. Those committees, as he told the Con- 
ference on Tuesday, would go out to India. 
There were three points on which the Con- 
ference desired special information. The most 
important one was that of franchise, and it 
was necessary that it should conform to 
Indian conditions and fit in with the scheme 
of government. 

Of the big problems outstanding the first 
undoubtedly was that of oe represen- 
tation. This question had very nearly been 
settled at the Conference, but even if they 
failed in coming to an agreement it could 
not be allowed to stand in the way of operat- 
ing a constitution which was otherwise 
rough!y and generally agreed. 


GOVERNMENT’S DECISION. 


He would never be a party to a position 
which could lead anyone to say that the 
Government never meant to carry out 
its pledges and promises. The decision 
of the Government was that the present 
system of representation, necessarily adapted 
here and there to new conditions, should be 
fitted into the machine, and should be made 
to work tle machine until such time as they 
were able to fit better parts. He was com- 
mitting tie Government to nothing in that 
respect, bat it was absolutely impossible for 
members of the House to vote and think and 
act on the assumption that, under existing 
conditions in India, a Government could pos- 
Sibly take up the attitude that, short of com- 
munal agreement, vo Constituiton could be 
worked. He asserted without reserve that 
the work which had been done never could 
have been done by any ciher method, except 
that of co-operation and consultation, aud to 
change that method now weuld be to destroy 
ali chance of continuing agreement and co- 
operation with india itself.

APPEAL TO MR. CHURCHILL.

PREMIER EXPLAINS. 


Mr. Lansbury said that it was very im- 
portant that they should understand what the 
right hon. gentleman really meant.

With regard 
to Mr. Churchill amendment, he said that 
there was nothing in the Prime Minister's 
announcement to which objection could he 
taken, and he appealed to Mr. Churchill to 
withdraw it.

The two things wanted in regard to 
India were brains and guts—they could do 
without the hrains if they had the guts. 

Sir R. Craddock, speaking as an old Indian 
civil servant, said that straightforward “John 
Bull” was no match for a Brahmin, and, in 
negotiating, he had no more chance than 
Adam and Five had with the sedpent. 
(Laughter.) Gandhi had tried to perform a 
dificult róle over here, but it was not easv 
for a politician to be a professional saint, and 
l possibly was more difficult for a saint 
to be a politician. Democratic Government 
in India was impossible, because the Brahmins 
and high-class Hindas would never submit to 
he ruled by the poor and depressed classes.

THE QUESTION AT ISSUE. 


Sir Samuel Hoare (Secretary of State for 
India), replying to the discussion, said that 
the House could not avoid a decision on 
indian policy. The result of nearly two 
centuries of splendid endeavour must not be 
destroyed. The question at issue was whether 
it was possible to satisfy the Indian demand 
for a greater share in the Government of the 
country, without endangering the vital in- 
terests. British and Indian, which had been 
created through long years of partnership. 

Personally, he was hopeful, though the 
problem bristled with difficulties. Unless they 
repudiated the pledges given in 1917, they 
could not take the view that India could 
never enjoy responsible Government. But the 
the two conditions precedent to advance were 
the safeguarding of obligations created by 
long partnership, and, secondly, the 
Government to be set up must be an All- 
Indian Government, representing both British 
India and the Indian States. 

With certain safeguards, he was convinced 
that an All-Indian Government, with an All- 
Indian Legislature, would be a stronger 
central Government than one under which, 
in theory, the Secretary of State could do 
everything, while in practice his hands were 
tied in many directions. He invited the House 
to support the Government in their en- 
deavours to find an agreed settlement on the 
lines of the Prime Minister’s statement.

It is not clear, says Reuter, how far 
Britain is prepared to agree to a trealy 
in view of the special character of her 
tariff, but it is understood that the 
French officials will seek a most 
favoured nation ” clause, at present lack- 
inc in arrangements with France. 

M. Paul Hymans, the Belgian Minister 
of Foreign Aitairs, will arrive in London 
on Sunday, and will be accompanied by 
M. van Langenhove, Secretary-General of 
the Department of Foreign Affairs. —. 

The purpose of M. Hymans’s visit will 
be “an exploration of the economic 
situation between the two countries.’’ 

M. Hymans will see Sir John Simon 
at the Foreign Office on Monday, and will 
have an interview with Mr. Runciman at 
the Board of Trade on Tuesday. 

Meanwhile great anxiety prevails in 
Germany, which has had to witness 
country after country effectively blockading 
her exports, the sole asset whereby Ger- 
many can meet her foreign obligations in 
the form of business credits and repara- 
tions. Herr von Neurath, the German 
Ambassador in London, is at present in 
Berlin discussing his recent negotiations 
with the British authorities. 

As a first measure of defence an 
emergency decree has just been published 
authorising the Government to adjust the 
German Customs duties to the fluctuations 
of the world market. 

An interpretation of this decree appears 
in the Berliner Boersen Courier, which 
usually speaks with authority on such 
questions. ‘‘ Should England not fulfil 
Germany’s justified wishes, Germany will 
have to take measures towards decreasing 
English imports. especially in respect of 
coal, and, in addition, there would be the 
possibility of an increase in certain 
German (Customs duties—for example, 
woollen textiles and sewing machines.’”’ 

These remarks, this financial newspaper 
adds, should not be taken as a German 
threat, but merely as an indication of the 
obvious counter-measures which every 
country, and particularly Germany, must 
adopt in defence of its foreign trade and 
of its currency.

Post-war unrest and impatience to 
iry new courses in music pushed Elgar aside 
tor a few years; but we haw @me back 
trom our shadow chasing, and, im more 
settled mind, have placed our faith again in 
those composers whose work is in the classi 
cal tradition. 

Now, while Sir Edward Elgar is in his 
seventy-fifth year, his countrymen are taking 
in hand a deliberate celebration of his 
achievement. His name, as they know now, 
is the greatest in English music since that of 
Henry Purcell. The world in general has 
supposed for centuries that the English are 
not musical, and that consequently it can 
produce no great creative mind in the sphere 
of music, ri In other countries that belief 
has been shaken at all, it is because the 
quality of Elgar’s music challenged it so 
imperatively. British musicians are seeinz 
to it that they avoid in the case of Elgar the 
reproach laid upon them in the case of 
Purcell, whose genius was not fairly recog 
msed until two centuries after his death. 

Here in Dublin one of our musical societies 
is sounding to-night a little prelude to the 
chorus of acclaim about to swell in England. 
The Culwick Choral Society has prepared for 
its first concert this season an Elgar 
vyramme.

WHILE A YOUTH, 

Edward Elgar was born at PBroadheath, 
near Worcester, almost seventy-five years 
ago. He never thought of any career but 
one in the service of the art of music. While 
still a youth he began to be entrusted with 
the conducting of small choral and orchestral 
societies. As a performer his instrument was 
the viol, and it was in the 
practice as an orchestral player that he learnt 
much of his orchestral technique. In choral 
writing his technique represents an effort, 
made at about the time when others were 
working to a similar end, to break away from 
the rather square style of the post- 
Mendelssohn era. 

The great landmerk in Elgar’s career was 
the success of “The Dream of Gerontius,.”’ 
his setting for soloists, chorus and orchestra. 
in a kind of dramatic oratorio form, of 
Cardinal Newman’s poem. ‘That was about 
the vear 1900. Before that time choral 
societies had begun to like the fresh tang o! 
Elgar’s early cantatas. After ‘* Gerontius.’ 
Flgar was free to write what he wished. with 
the certainty that it would he produced care 
fully and received with sympathetic attention. 
The great oratorio period followed. bringing 
“Tha Anostles’”®? and “The Kinedom.”’ 
neither of which has heen heard in Dublin.

MINES AND MINERALS. 


On the second reading of the Mines and 
Minerals Bill, 1951,

Dr. GOGARTY said that tke eld Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had already a collection 
of the geological specimens found in the 
country. Was the cbject of the bill to re 
peat what that Department did? 

The MINISTER for INDUSTRY and 
COMMERCE (Mr. F. McGilligan) said that 
the functions of the board to be created 
under the present bill would be altogether 
different from, and would not overlap the 
work of, the existing board. 


THE NEED FOR THE BILL. 

Mr. BAGWELL said that Ireland had not 
hitherto been much of a mining country. 
end very few of them in that House had 
very much first-hand knowledge of mining. 
He thought that the Minister nnght tell 
them what was the necessity for the bill, 
and give them a case or cases m which it 
was mecessary to have legislation of this 
kind. 

Dr. GOGARTY referred to a rich mine of 
china clay in Mayo, and said that rt had 
heen one of the most important discoveries in 
this country im recent years. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, pointed out that the bill was 
ahsolutely necessary m a number of respects. 
Had there heen iegislation of this kind m 
existence leases would have already been 
automatically given to people who wanted the 
right to develop minerals in State lands. His 
Department had had a variety cf complaints 
from people in respect of non-State property, 
where, perhaps, through the people who 
owned it, the minerals could not be worked. 
There was also tne case of a small portion of 
mineralised area which it would not be 
economic to work, unless the whole area was 
left open for development. The bill also 
covered such things as oil and certain classes 
of clay. 

The second stage was passed, and the Com- 
mittee stage was fixed for next Wednesday. 


THE HOUSING BILL. 
Mr. MULCAHY. Minister for Loca! Govern- 


ment, moving the second reading ef the 
Housing (Miscellaneous Provisions) Bill, 1951, 
said that since 1922 the State had made 
grants for building to the extent of two and a 
half miilion pounds. Local 
contributed in or about the same sum, and 
the policy pursued by the Government had 
attracted for building purposes from private 
sources a sum of six million pounds, so that 
during the period about eleven millions of 
money had been spent on the types of houses 
that the Government directed themselves to— 
24,500 houses had been erected altogether. 

Criticism had been made that the policy 
pursued had not made any impression on the 
housing of the very poor, and that it did not 
deal with the clearance of insanmitary areas. 
To taekle these problems when building costs 
were at their peak would have meant failure, 
and, by providing for the better-paid working 
classes and the middle classes’ they 
were preparing the ground for the 
present peliy of housing the very 
poor and clearing insanitary dwellings. 
They were now moving towards that problem 
by means of the present bill, which they 
hoped would make an impression on this very 
great need by providing houses for the very 
poor and clearing out insanitary areas. 


THE RURAL SLUMS. 

Mr. McELL!IN opposed the bill on the 
grounds that it removed the assistance given 
by way of subsidies to rural areas. The 
problem of the slums in the rural areas was, 
in his opinion, a bigger problem than the 
slum question in the cities. 

Mr. FARREN said that all the money that 
had been granted by the State and the houses 
built since 1922 by the local authorities had 
been no use to the slum dweller. because the 
rents charged were too great for him to pay. 
If for no other reason than that this bill gave 
local authorities power to clear slum areas he 
would have to support the bill. It was, he 
said, the first real attempt to grapple with 
the slum part of the housing problem. He 


| objected, however, to that part of the finan- 


cial section that proposed, as he said, to 
— local authorities to build tenement 
ats. 

Mr. CONNOLLY supported the bi!) as a 
step in the right direction. He felt that the 
whole housing problem of the State must be 
faced at once. 


UTILITY SOCTETIES. 

Sir JOHN KEANE asked would the Minis- 
ter not consider clearing the slum areas in 
portions, owing to the difficulty of providing 
alternative housing during the transition 
period. He thought that the Minister might 
give preference to public utility societies over 
local authorities, as it would introduce the 
little personal touch so necessary for the solu- 
tion of the housing problem. - 

Mrs. WYSE POWER welcomed the 
attempt to be made to provide decent dwell- 
ing: Íor workmen near their centres oí work. 

Mr. FORAN asked the Minister what effect 
would a million and a half of money, if that 
sum were handed over to him free of interest 
for four years, have on the slum problem. 

The MINISTER-—Should I pav it back? 
Mr. FORAN—You would get it free cf 
interest for four years, and I know where 
the money is to be got. (Laughter.) 


EFFECT OF THE MEASURE. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that, while they were 
thankful for the effort being made to clear 
the insanitary areas and re-house the slum 
‘lwellers, he was very doubtful if the aim 
that they all sought to achieve would be 
accomplished. The bill would, no doubt, 
make the machinery more satisfactory, but 
~ ether it would accomplish the end was 
very doubtful. Owing to the rents that che 
occupier should pay and the call that would 
be made on local authorities, he was afraid 
the bill would not do for the slum dwellers 
what it set out to achieve. 

He held that all efforts should be concen. 
trated on the slum area. The matter shoutd 
be approached from the point of view of 
giving a gp tse = as weil as from the point 
of view of providing houses. 


THE DUBLIN PROBLEM. 


Mr. O’FARRELL said that it was abso- 
lutely essential, before any beans i i.

GATWICK, Wednesday Night. 
HERE was a time this morning when it 
seemed doubtful whether there would 
be any racing here this afternooy, but 
the fog lifted to some extent, although it 
never quite cleared away, and part, at least, 
of the racing could be seen.

It was not 
a bad performance, and I imagine his owner, 
who belongs to an old Buckinghamshire 
family with an enviable record in hunting and 
steeplechasing, will enter him for the Grand 
National. 


AN AMATEUR’S DOUBLE. 

Two Royals, whom Mr. Frank Barbour 
used to own, won the amateurs’ Steeplechase 
for Mr. Thackray, whose second winner of the 
day it was, for he had been successful in the 
opening selling steeplechase on Mr. Howard 
Wynter's Saucy Boy. Two Royals slipped 
after landing three fences from home, but Mir. 
Thackray made a good recovery, and, taking 
the leid again at the last fence, he beat 
Captain Sassoon on Olor by four lengths. 

Frank Wootton trained a winner for his 
brother in Irish Lord, who, in the Croydon 
Handicap Hurdle, beat Blue Vinny and 
Lemurian by three parts of a length and a 
neck, This winner, who is by Irish Battle, 
is a very useful hurdler. 

The easiest winner of the day was Broken 
Ice, by The Winter King, who won the last 
event, the Timberham Hurdle, by eight 
lengths from Lynton.

BORROWING FROM THE ROAD 


FUND 


Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, moved 
the second realing of the Unemployment 
Relief Bill, 1931. He said that there was 
greater necessity for public relief this year 
than there was this time last year. As 
compared with the figures for the same period 
last year, the number of unemployed at 
present on the register was 5,000 up, and a 
couple of thousand higher than in January 
last. Owing to the partial failure of the 
potato and oat crops the Government felt 
that it vas necessary to ask the House to 
make some provision for the relief of unem- 
ployment and distress. It was clearly a grant 
of a recurrent charecter, and it could not be 
met by borrowing. 

Under the circumstances the Government 
adverted to the position of the road fund. 
They had a claim to a share of the Umted 
Kingdom Road Fund, that existed at the time 
of the Treaty. After some negotiations in 
1927 the british Government paid over 
£200,000 on account, The disposal of the 
remainder had been referred to arbitration, 
and he was satisfied that there was a further 
sum due to the Saorstat. The Government 
now proposed to take a sum of £250,000 out 
of the road fund in anticipation of the receipt 
by the road fund of this exceptional income. 


HOW THE MONEY WILL BE SPENT 

It might be argued that the sum received 
was contributed hy the motoring public, and 
that it should be devoted to the road fund; 
but the people who had actually contributed 
to it were dead long ago, and their motors 
possibly were off the road. The amount which 
they would receive was contributed prior to 
1921, and the Government felt at this stage 
that to take the sum mentioned did not 
involve an undue hardship on those who con- 
tributed out of motor taxation to the work 
done by means of the Road Fund. 

This vote, although it proposed to take the 
sum out of the Road Fund, would not pre- 
vent the Road Fund carrying on all its 
normal activities. The proposed £250,000 
would be spent in very much the same way 
as previous grants for the relief of unem- 
ployment, and the carrying out for the most 
part of necessary and useful work. 


MR. DE VALERA’S CRITICISMS. 
Mr. de VALERA (F.F. ,Co. Clare) said 
that some time ago when the Government 
thought that they might have an election 
they circulated a document in which it was 
stated that in no department of the national 
life had the Government failed to apply 
resourceful and constructive 
eftort."" He supposed they were to take 
this yearly dole ‘of a quarter of a million 
pounds as representing this energetic, re- 
sourceful and constructive effort on the part 
of the Government to deal with their un- 
cinployment problem. The manner in which 
they proposed to find the money this time 
was rather peculiar. A Minister of the 
Government recently, referring to the pro- 
posal to withhold land annuities collected, 
“ad described as embezzlement the collection 
of money by a Government for a statutory 
purpose and its application to another pur 
pose. That was what the Government were 
proposing to do in the present relief grant. 
He was not concerned so much with that 
aspect as with the consideration that this 
proposal was to be regarded as the Govern- 
ment’s contribution towards the solution of 
unemployment. Time after time he had 
expressed the belief that the solution of un- 
eriployment was easier to find in this 
country than in any other country in 
tha world. The present Government ap- 
peared to have no policy but to give work to 
strangers, whilst they allowed their own 
people to be idle. The figures supplied by 
the Employment Exchanges showed that in 
October, 1930, there were 20,775 registered 
unemployed. In October, 1931, that figure 
had increased to 23,427; but they all knew 
that these figures did not represent the total 
unemployed. They left out of account agri- 
cultural workers, those in uninsurable occu- 
pation, and the young people who had not 
yet got work, and others. He thought that 
a fair estimate of the total number of un- 
employed would be 60,000. He estimated 
that, if employed, these hands would produce 
six and three-quarter million pounds’ worth 
of wealth each year, so that in the ten years 
since the Free State was established they had 
suffered a national loss of 67 millions. 


TRADE ECONOMY WRONG. 


If they took the trade statistics for any 
year they would find, at a minimum estimate, 
that the Free State imported annually some 
30 million pounds’ worth of manufactured 
goods which could be produced here if they 
were organised to produce them. He. was 
satisfied that employment could be four:! for 
at least 80,000 if they produced these goods 
here instead of importing them. In addition, 
there could be employment given in growing 
grain, fruit and other things. 

In looking through their trade returns they 
would find that their trade economy was ail 
wrong. At the present time 70 per cent. of 
their imports were manufactured and only 40 
per cent. raw materials, whilst only 40 per 
cent. of their exports were manufactured, ‘he 
other 60 per cent. being raw materials. 

In the years before the war Ireland, with 
its population of four and a quarter millions, 
was the second largest purchaser of British 
goods, baying as much as Germany, and 
more than France or the United States, After 
the war the position worsened, and this 
country got from second to first “ager and 
it was extraordinary that a small country 
like this was purchasing more goods from 
Great Britain hen any other country in the 
world. The exports from Great Britain and 
the Six Counties to the Twenty-Six Counties 
from January to September was £29,000,000, 
and the amount they got from the Twenty- 
Six Counties was £26,000,000, The balance 
of trade had been some millions of pounds 
against the Free State, and it was extra- 
ordinary that they should be buying from 
Great Britain and the Six Counties £29,000,000 
worth, whereas India, with 320,000,000 of 

ple, should only be buying £25,000 ,000, 

‘rance £24,000,000, and Germany £23,000,000.

They heard a good deal about what the 
Government had done in the — of 
houses, but in 1930 the number of unemployed 
in the building trade was 764, and this year 
the nomber had gone up by over 50 per cent. 
There did not seem to be an indication in 
that of activity in house-building. If there 
was one thing in which the Government had 
failed more than another—and they had failed 
ir: a number of things—they had failed pre- 
eminently to deal satisfactorily with the 
fundamental question of unemployment. 


INADEQUATE RELIEF. 

Mr. O’CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, N.), said 
that even the Government themselves did not 
pretend that giving grants of that kind was 
a permanent solution of the problem, and he 
had abandoned the hope that the present 
Government would tackle a permanent solu- 
tion of the problem in the only way that it 
could be solved. Asking the Government to 
do so was largely a waste of effert, but, on 
the basis that it would provide immediate 
employment, the present proposal was deserv- 
ing of support. e obvious criticism of the 

roposal was that it would not meet anything 
like even the immediate needs of the case. 

Responsible public bodies, he said, had sug- 
gested that it was possible to borrow a 
million pounds without causing an increase 
in taxation on the strength of the Road Fund, 
which had an income of over £100,000 a year. 
A contribution to the present state of affairs 
was the spending of over two millions or more 
on roads, and so attracting motor traction, 
etc. 

By producing their own requirements per- 
manent employment could be found for the 
people. 


BILL DESCRIBED AS A TRICK. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin), said that he 
was surprised and disappointed at the attitude 
of the Minister in proposing the motion. He 
seemed to be apologising for his inability te 
meet the pressing problem. If the entire 
position were disclosed the Minister would 
have to show the total inadequacy of the 
effort of the Government to meet the situa- 
tion. The £250,000 which was asked for 
would not meet the unemployment in Dublin 
alone, and the problem was increasing here 
more than in any other part of the country. 
There were, for instance, five thousand ship- 
workers unemployed in Dublin, where there 
were good facilities for the repairing of ships. 
Still shipowning firms which were using 
the port of Dublin sent their = ships 
across the water to be repaired. He 
thought that the Government should bring 
pressure to bear to secure employment for 
the highly skilled workers in Dublin and else- 
where through the country. 

He suggested that the importation of motor 
car bodies should be prohibited, so that 
those bodies might be built in Dublin by the 
persons who were receiving outdoor relief, 
and those for whom the sum mentioned in 

the motion would be expended. Unem- 
ployment in the building trade was worse 
than ever; it was almost double what it was 
three or four years ago, and that was an in- 
dication that the Government’s housing plans 
had been ineffective. This bill, he said, was 
merely another trick on the part of the 
Minister to disguise what he was doing, 
which was not borrowing, but embezzling, 
the money that should go to the Road Fund. 


“POLITICAL CORRUPTION.”’ 

Mr. CLERY. (F.F., North Mayo) said that 
he hoped that there would be none of the 
political corruption which had been evident 
in the administration of previous relief 
gr In proof of his charge that there 

ad been corruption, he read what he 
alleged was a signed document from a 
Government agent who had been engaged in 
road relief work, stating that he had 
collected money every week from the workers 
to send to the Cumann na nGaedheal organi- 
sation. He hoped that in the administration 
of the er grant there would be no such 
political discrimination. 

Mr. T. J. MURPHY (Labour, Cork, West) 
urged the Minister to spend the money as 
quickly as possible. One of the defects of 
administration of the vote last year was that 
a good deal of the money was not spent up 
to March. They should strive by every 
means to give some wages to the people who 
will benefit for the Christmas period. 


IMPROVED POSITION. 


MONEY SPENT ON CIVIL 
WAR. 


Mr. BYRNE (C. na nG., Dublin) said that 
every fair-minded deputy knew that the 
money would be allocated regardless of what 
political party the idle man belonged to. Un- 
employment in the Irish Free State was less 
than in any other country in the world. 

He went on to say that the position of the 
unemployed in the Free State bái improved, 
and not worsened. There was more un- 
employment in the Six Counties than in the 
whole of the Free State. If, he declared, it 
had not been for the misguided civil war 
they would not have idle men and women 
in the Free State. If the thirty million 
pounds spent then was in circulation there 
would be no unemployment problem. They 
ought to try as far as possible to approach 
the subject from a non-party point of view 
and avoid exploiting the miseries of the work- 
less people, and spend the vote to the greatest 
possible advantage. 


MIDLETON’S LOSS. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., East Cork) charged 
the Government with having done nothing to 
reduce the imports of foreign flour, maize, 
bread and malt. In the town of Midleton, 
which was in his constituency, men who had 
been engaged in milling and malting had lost 
£22,000 in wages last year in consequence of 
these imports. Through what he described 
as the ruinous policy of the Government, 
large areas of land had gone out of tillage, 
and that was the cause of unemployment and 
distress. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) said that 
distress was not confined to the cities and 
large towns; it was quite as serious in the 
villages and rural areas as it was in the 
cities. 

Mr. MONGAN (C. na nG., Galway) said 
that he hoped that some of the money would 
be | gs to small farmers in the poorer dis- 
tricts in order to provide seeds for the next 
season. 


NATIVE INDUSTRIES. 

Mr. CASSIDY (Lab., Donegal) said he 
would vote for the bill, though he thought 
the amount vided was altogether too 
small. He criticised the Government for their 
failure to face up to the problem of unemploy- 
ment. They would have to tackle it more 
seriously (han they had done since the lasta 
election. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Lab., Cork City) 
said that much of the untmployment was 
due to the lack of support of native indus- 


tries. 

Mr. CONNOLLY (Govt., Longford-West- 
meath) said that the United States cf 
America, the richest country in the world, 
was much worse off, so far as unemployment 
was concerned, The same was to be i

better off in that respect than these other 
countries. It was said by the Opposition 
that nothing was done for the unemployed.

HEATED EXCHANGES. 


CHALLENGE TO OPPOSITION 


Mr. McENTEE (F.F., Dublin County) said 
that his party felt that the measure was not 
at all satisfactory; it was no real remedy 
for the existing state of affairs. It was only 
one of the usual palliatives which the Minis- 
ter introduced to reduce the pangs of hunger 
at Christmas in order to prevent that un- 
»0pularity which the Government deserved. 

ere was a market available here which, 
if utilised and developed, would absorb every 
unemploved man in the Free State. 

Mr. MARTIN McDONAGH (Govt., Gal- 
way)—I employ more men than the whole 
lot of you, Why don’t you do something 
and employ someone—the whole 53 of you? 

Mr. McENTEE said that he was satisfied 
that Mr. McDonagh had money invested in 
Irish industries, and that others on the 
Government benches should also have their 
money invested in Ireland. ; 

Mr. McDONAGH (warmly)—Why don't 
you do something? Your people are the 
curse of this country, because you 
are ruining confidence, ana where 
there is no confidence there is no 
credit, there is no progress. There is no 
country in Europe in which so little is 
thought abot Ireland as this country itself, 
and you are the cause of it. The sooner you 
stop that attitude and let the country — 
in peace the better for everybody concerned. 
| an disgusted listening to all this humbug 
from your side. There are fifty-three of you. 
Why don’t the whole lot of you get together 
and do something? At least some of us 
sitting on this side have done something in 
spite of what you say. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that if the members 
of his party had looked after their own 
affairs since 1914 as Mr. McDonagh had done, 
they would be able to give as much employ- 
ment as he gave. What was Mr. McDonagh 
but a gombeen man—— 

The Deputy Speaker here intervened, and, 
while calling Mr. MacEntee to order, 

Mr. McDONAGH, addressing the latter, 
ejaculated, “ You are a brat.” 


GLASS BOTTLE INDUSTRY. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that there were 
several industries in his own constituency for 
which nothing had been done. The glass 
bottle industry was closed down because the 
money advanced by the Government was 
diverted from the industry to the bank. 

Mr. McDONAGH—Tell the truth about 
that. Give the Government fair play. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that he was telling 
the truth, and they all knew how the money 
went. Although £400,000 worth of c>ment 
was being imported every year, and over a 
million and a half pounds’ worth of paper 
was coming into the country, there vas ro 
cement factory, and in the case of paper the 
people at Clondalkin were starving ‘lund the 
silent mills there. He asked the Minister 
to see that County Dublin got a fair s:are 
of the grant. 

Mr. McDONAGH (C. na nG., Galway) said 
that as far as the giass bottle industry was 
concerned its closing down was due to trades 
union mismanagement; and when they had 
a cement factory in the country its closing 
down was due to the same cause. When- 
ever a strike happened in Ireland it was the 
worst strike in the world, because the capacity 
of the people for suffering and starving was 
greater than any other people in the world. 
He said that a proper trade union wes good 
for both employer and employed, but there 
were leaders in this country for the last 
couple of years the effect of whose activities 
was disastrous. 


KILDARE FLOODS. 

Mr.GEORGE WOLFE (Govt., Kildare) 
said that there were a number of works cry- 
ing out for completion in County Kildare, 
and one was the remedying of the disastrous 
floods at Naas. 

Mr. CORISH (Leb., Wexford) protested 
against Mr. McDonagh’s attack on trade 
unionism, and denied that any of the indus- 
tries mentioned had been closed down as the 
result of strikes. He appealed to the 
farmers to purchase machinery made in Ire- 
land. The bain were being helped by the 
neople of the towns, and it was not too much 
to expect them to help the towns by pur- 
chasing home-made mocha. 

Mr. WHITE (Farmers’, Donegal) said 
that, as an agent for agricultural machinery, 
he found that people would not buy Irish 
manufacture, although that machinery was as 
good as any in Europe. Fianna Fail sup- 
porters were the greatest offenders in that 
respect. 


COMPULSORY PATRIOTISM. 

Mr. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) said 
that they would have to compel the people 
to become patriotic by prohibiting the im 
portation of foreign goods. 

Mr. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) said that 
an extra one hundred men could be given 
employment in his county if farmers would 
use Irish artificial manure instead of pur- 
chasing imported material. 

Mr. M. NALLY (Govt., Mayo) congratu- 
lated the Government on having placed 
£300,000 at the disposal of the Land Com- 
mission and the Local Government Depart- 
ment for the benefit of the agricultural com- 
munity. 

Mr. HARRIS (F.F., Kildare) said that the 
situation in County Kildare was very un- 
satisfactory. Many of the farmers of Kil- 
dare had suffered severely by the evacuation 
of the British military, who provided a 
market for hay, corn and vegetables. The 
town of Newbridge had been a particular 
sufferer. 

Mr. Doyle, Mr. Carey, Mr. Kennedy, Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Crowley also took part in the 
debate. 

Progress was reported, and the debate 
stood adjourned until to-day. 

Mr. P. 8. DOYLE (Government) reported 
that the Special Committee on the Public 
Charitable Hospitals Bill had gone through 
the bill and made no amendment.

FLOODED LANDS. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, replying to Mr. Davin 
(Labour, Leix-Offaly), said that the claims 
for compensation received from owners of 
property adjacent to the Little Brosna River, 
who alleged that their lands had been flooded 
in consequence of the Shannon scheme, 
totalled forty-six. The engineers’ reports in 
the matter indicated that much of the flood- 
ing was directly due to the failure of the 
landowners to clean their land drains, and the 
silting up of the river was also a contributory 
cause. ‘the problem was more than a century 
old. In so far, however, as the Shannon 
scheme might aggravate the flooding con- 
ditions for a part of the river, compensation 
would be payable without any avoidable 
delay. The engineers had not yet decided 
wheiher the coustruction of any works in- 
tended to mitigate flooding would be justified. 


IMPORTED BACON. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, replying to Mr. Ryan (F.F., 
Wexford), who asked if, in view of thie 
anticipated delay of the Tariff Commission 
report om bacon, tie Executive Council, in 
order to save the home industry, would 
apply the provisions of the Customs Duties 
(Provisional Imposition) Act, said that the 
reactions of any too hasty procedure under 
the Customs Duties (Provisional Imposition) 
Act in antivipation of a report by the Tariff 
Commission in the case of such a commodity 
as bacon might ‘be injurious to the com- 
munity and to an important export trade. 
Inquiries were proceeding as to whether 
any undue delay was to be expected in the 
examination by the Commission of the 
application already before it. 


THE DRUMM BATTERY. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, replying to Mr. 
Briscoe (F.F., Dublin), said that the amount 
voted by the Dail in connection with the 
Drumm Battery was not, as represented by 
the deputy, £45,000, and no figures quoted 
by him (the Minister) gave the slightest 
ground for the suggestion that excess 
expenditure not authorised by the Dail had 
been, or would be, bainis The actual 
position was that the Dail provided the sum 
of £25,000 to cover (a) £3,900 for repayment 
to the Contingency Fund, (b) £15,000 for 
administrative expenses and costs of battery 
construction and tests, (c) £6,100 for in- 
demnifying the railway company against its 
expenditure and for contingencies. ‘He made 
it very clear when introducing the estimate 
that the sum of £6,100 was not the full 
measure of the contingent liabilities that the 
country was being asked to undertake in respect 
of the indemnity, but so much as miglit 
conceivably come in course of payment 
within a year. He stated that the full 
amount of the liabilities under the had of 
indemnity might be taken as £25,000 ap- 
proximately. The estimates made twelve 
months ago had been borne out very closely 
in practice. No payments had fallen to 
be paid to the Great Southern Railway under 
the indemnity, hut the amount that would 
fall to be paid if the experiments proved to 
be completely rain and were aban- 
doned was well within tha limit of £25,000 
that he had then indicated. That limit 
would not be exceeded without the express 
sanction of the Oireachtas. As he had not 
exhausted the provision made for the ser- 
vice, and as he did not at present propose to 
alter or extend the course of action he 
sketched when submitting the ostimate, he 
Saw no necessity for requesting sanction for 
a course of action already approved. 


ARBOUR HILL PRISONERS. 


Mr. FITZGERALD, Minister for Defence. 
replying te Mr. Little (F.F., Waterford) said 
that the answer was in the negative to a 
question as to whether the Minister would 
allow parcels of food to be sent in to pri- 
soners detained in Arbour Hill Barrack ir: 
accordance with the practice which obtained 
when prisoners were interned under military 
law, and wag the practice in civil cases 
where prisoners detained had not yet come 
up for trial.

CITY ANALYST’S LECTURE TO 
INSTITUTE OF CHEMISTRY. 
The annual general meeting of tne Irish 
Free State Section of the Institute of 
Chemistry of Great Britain and Ireland was 
held in Trinity College, Dublin, Professor W.

Mr. B. G. Fagan, the Dublin City Analyst, 
delivered an interesting address on water in 
its relation to public health. in the course 
of which he said that the City of Dublin 
water supply is an upland surface water cf 
very soft character; the chlorides are low. 
and the form of the nitrogenous matter indi 
cates vegetable contamination only. River 
water can be of a very impure nature, and 
should on no account be used as 4 drinking 
supply unless carefully treated by storage 
and filtration, or filtration fellowed bv 
chlorination. Water derived from deen wells 
is usually remarkably free from organic im- 
purity owing to its filtration through the 
soil; bnt shallow wells, frequently the source 


of supply to villages and country houses, are 


extremely liable to pollution, perticularly 
during periods of heavy rainfall. Unless far 
removed from manured land and habitation, 
they must always he regarded with suspicicn. 
Some years ago he had occasion to condemn 
fifteen out of seventeen public wells in one 
district. 

A community may develon a certain 
tolerance to a polluted water, which does not 
actually contain disease-carrying bacteria; 
but if an individual in the commumty con- 
tracts a disease such as typhoid, ar. epidemic 
ensues, and such a danger always accon}- 
panies the use of a water which, although 
it may have been drunk with impunity for 
a considerable time, has been found cn 
examination to be polluted 

The lecturer also dealt with the methods 
necessary to keep a constant check on the 
purity of a public water supply.
